CONFERENCES CONTINUE 


Accept President 
n's Proposal to 


Grant Eight-Hour Day to 
Workmen and Arbitrate 
Other Differences — Both 
Sides Maneuver to Get 
Support Public Opinion

Washington, Aug. 1».—The crisis 


over the threatened railroad strike 
continues and there are many indi- 
cations that it may not be passed for 
eeveral days. 
President Wilson conferred again 


today with the railroad presidents to 
hear their reply to his proposal that 
they accept the eight-hour day and 
arbitrate the other issues. 


The employes committee of 640 


having voted to accept President Wil- 
son's plan and thereby "put the 
thing up to the railroads" had an- 
other meeting today to talk things 
over. 
In the maneuvering of both sides 


for a position which will enjoy the 
support oi 
public opinion, come 


many evidences that each is working 
to organize public sentiment in its 
favor and make it manifest in a pos- 
itive way. 
It was understood today that the 
railroads are turning to other large 
employers of labor throughout 
the 


country to express their support of 
the preservation of the principle of 
arbitration as a settlement of indus- 
trial disputes while President Wilson 
and the employes are drawing sup- 
port from large manufacturing and 
other interests vitally interested in 
keeping the railroads open for busi- 
ness and from those who want to see 
the movement for the eight-hour day 
carried a long step forward. 


The evidences point to moves by 
each side to "backforo" the other. 
The attitude of the railroad presi- 
dents to ask for time to consider the 
president's plan was said to be part 
of this program. 
While the presidents were in con- 


ference with President Wilson to- 
day, th« President gave out a state- 
ment outlining his plan of settle- 
ment and saying: 
"It seems to me a thoroughly 


practical and entirely fair program 
and I think the public has the right 
to expect its acceptance." 


The railway presidents now num- 


bering 33 went to the White House 
conference without their 
managers 


committee, contrary to expectations 
and White House announcement. 


They still held to the view that 


they had only authority to speak for 
their own roads and were not vested 
with the authority to speak for all 
the lines which the managers com- 
mittee has. 
There were many reports of the 


attitude of the presidents, none of 
which could definitely be traced to 
a responsible source. The predomi- 
nate one was that not all the presi- 
dents were in favor of holding 
out 


against the presidents proposal 
to 


the point of a strike. The majority 
however, were said to be in an un- 
yielding attitude. 
Hale Holden, president 
of 
the 


Burlington, again acted as 
spokes- 


man and explained why 
the 
rail- 


roads were insisting on the princi- 
ple of arbitration. 
He declared that 


the principle at 
stake 
was much 


larger than the question of wages 
and hours involved, and 
that 
the 


railroads believed that they owed it 
to themselves to continue in 
their 


present position. 
While President Wilson was con- 


ferring with the executives he made 
public a statement 
outlining 
his 


plan and declaring it seemed to him 
a "thoroughly practical and entire- 
ly fair program and I think the pub- 
lic has a right to expect its accept- 
ance." 
One ray of hope that it might in- 


duce the railroad managers to make 
concessions stood out in a sugges- 
tion that the interstate commerce 
commission might determine wheth- 
er it would be right 
to 
increase 


freight rates to meet the added com- 
penaation to employees. 
The President's statement follows: 
"I have recommended the conces- 


sion of the eight-hour day that is, 
the substitution of an eight-hoar day 
for the present ten hour day in all 
the existing practices 
and 
agree- 
ments. I made this recommendation 
because I believe 
the 
concession 


right. The eight-hour day now un- 
doubtedly has the sanction of 
the 


Judgment of society in its favor and 
should be adopted as a basis for 


even where the actual work 


to be done cannot 
be 
completed 


within eight hours.

"Concerning 
the 
adjustments 


which should be made in Justice to 
the railroads and their stockholders, 
In the payments and 
privileges to 


which their men are now entitled (if 
such 
adjustments 
are 
necessary) 


there Is a wide divergence of opin- 
ion. 
The railroads which have al- 


ready adopted the eight-hour day do 
not seem to be at any serious dis- 
advantage in respect of their coat of 
operation as compared with the rall- 
roads that have retained the ten- 
iour day and calculations as to the 
coat of the change, 
must if made 


now, be made without regard to any 
poMible 
administrative 
economies 


or readjustments. 
"Only experience can make it cer- 


tain what arrangements would be 
fair and equitable either on behalf 
of the men or on behalf of the rail- 
road*. That experience would be a 
definite guide to the interstate com- 
merce commission, for example In 
determining 
whether, 
as a conse- 


quence of the change It would 
be 
necessary and right to authorise an 
increase of rates for the 
handling 


and carriage of freight (for passen- 
ger service la not affected.) 
"1 therefore proposed that the de- 


mand for extra pay 
for 
overtime 
made by the men and the contingent 
proposals of the 
railroad 
authori- 


ties be postponed until facts shall 
have taken the place 6f calculations 
and forecast were the 
effects of a 
chance to the eight-hour day; that, 
in the meantime, while experience 
was developing the 
facts, 1 should 


seek and if need be obtain authority 
from congress to 
appoint a 
small 


body of impartial men to observe and 
thoroughly acquaint themselves with 
the results, with a view to reporting 
to congrqgs at the earliest possible 
time the facts disclosed by their in- 
quiries, but 
without 
recommenda- 


tion of any kind; and that it should 
then be entirely open to either or 
both parties to the present contro- 
versy to give notice of a termination 
of the present agreements with a 
view to instituting inquiry into sug- 
gested readjustments of pay or'prac- 
tice."This seems to be a thoroughly 
practical and entirely fair program 
and I think that the public has the 
right to expect its acceptance." 


After' an hours 
conference with 


President Wilson today the 33 rail- 
road presidents left the White House 
without giving any indication that 
they had abandoned their stand for 
arbitration, but with assurances that 
the negotiations were not ended. 


The railroad executives gave no 


final answer to the President's pro- 
posals but will deliberate on them 
today and see President Wilson again 
probably Monday. 


In his address to 
the 
officials 


President Wilson said: 
"If a strike comes the public will 


know where the responsibility rests. 
It will not be upon me." 


The railroad 
presidents 
indicat- 


ed they would make 
a 
statement 


soon. 
All said that 
the question 


was not closed and that the negotia- 
tions would be continued. 
President Holdeu of the Burling- 


ton, spokesman for the officials, said 
no time had been set for them to 
see President Wilson again but that 
it was necessary to confer with the 
committee of managers which 
has 


the authority to accept 
or 
reject 


plans. 
Several of the executives indicat- 


ed disappointment over 
President 


Wilson's statement but showed par- 
ticular interest in his mention of the 
possibility of the 
interstate com- 


merce commission considering an in- 
crease in freight rates. 
In his talk to the executives Presi- 


dent Wilson told them they were fac- 
ing a condition, not a principle. He 
asked why they should demand ar- 
bitration when there was no law for 
compulsory arbitration and he knew 
it to be impossible to get a compul- 
sory arbitration law 
through con-
